Qenaral Radeso^ 



I have received no rep3y to registered letter No. lOCX^U^ dated 
1 July* To prove that nhat I stated there was true^ I will tell you irhat 
happened foor^daye ago: 

3tr * BSjmculesoo has been here for three days noir^ not having in nri-fad 
what is the Entreprlse, but In concluding the pact wltM KgOlean* 

Surely^ I met 7olsan| Lawyer Singer, T. Cagliani and B*K« in a confei^oe^ " 
of ••••business* Nothing more or less, I was offered a now Corporation, 
with IJie Gentlemen above mentioned, this being the only posslbill^ of 
collaboration between B^N^ and iiQrself. 

Ihen was this? 

Three days after sending of the telegram to New lox^, in which we asked 
for money, when our corporation has received woric which would last for 
three to six months* 

B»N« has seen how we worked even on Sundays* 

I categorically refused the bargain with those who had caused so many 
toipleasant things, because this would have meant giving then So%, In exchange 
for whloh they would have paid $3^000 to our creditors* 

B«N*, seeing that I was not going to the side of the above mentioned 
gentlemen, his good friends, told the ex-lawyer of the coi^}9(ration and his 
personal lawyer, Joseph Slx^^er, to send me Insediately a bill of |2$0, for 
services rendered to the corporation, and after several days, he sent the 
Sheriff* Bue to the presence of the sheriff in the factory, we lost the 
work we had gotten and I was obliged to fire the workers* 

Not having received any aid for four months, I had finally borrowed money 
for the corporation and made the payments on the machines from June 16 to 
Septeniber 18* 

Until now I haven't oongilalned to anybody about the behaviour of B* N., 
except you* 

And now. General N* Radesou, with regret I announce to you that 1 will 
address myself to Ur* Cretsianu and the members of the Coandttee. And then 
to the American Justice in Hew Toric and Washington* 

When B*N« proposed to me to go to California and promised me money 
for the enter^se, I was insistently a^ed by to remain hie 

collaborator* 

I abandoned him to iieln you with the problem of the refugees, because of 
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Todax» nhen I have received the contract lAilch could hrlng net 
bcneflte of #2,000 per nonth, I am struck and hindered hy the insatiable 
Secretary of Qm« K. Hadeso|i« 

For these reasons, X ask the arbitration of neutral Rumanians*

Note by Ulhai Patrlchl: 

After the dirty conspiracy aimed at me in May 19 50^ 'when he came here« 
he reckoned that If he did not send me any money, as he had made in May, 
June, July, August, up to day, I would be obliged to capitulate and he wuuld 
be able personally own all machines and tools* (Today they are valued at 
more than $22,000} Their value has increased, because there is much work. 

X bought ^em for $lh,000 one year ago, one year and a half ago near by 
7oi*-shan Ing* Caip* 

In spite of shortages of all kinds, X tried to start the work again 
borrowing money, for the payments* Everything ttss on schedule until 
18 September 1950* 



The spies of B* Niculescu heard that I was working* 

^'t*GM39ls '’vho is the lawyer of Vol-Shan prfg (sic) and the personal lawyer of 
Gen. Radesou and B. Niculescu, (cannot understand). 

I say, this lawyer has sent me a bill of $250 and in one week' he and 
the sheriff had closed my factory* X managed to this debt too* 

General Radesou and Barbu ttLculescu have brought me to trial, for; 

- Theft 

- Financial incapacity 

- Not paying the account B*N* 

- Disorder in the corporation. 

I dontt know if General N. Radesou knows about all these. 

The triAl took place on 6 September 1950* Not having money for the 
lawyer, I defended myself alone (with my one and a half years of English). 

The judge has given me the chance to look for a lawyer (but with what money ?) 
and he has pos^ned the trial until 2 October 1950* 

At the 8^ time, I asked to be given an expert ^ Receiver (sic)- by 
whom to prove that the statements of Gen* N* Radesou and B* Niculescu are 
inventions, in other words lies* I can prove this with documents. Every- 
thing was more than honest on my part. 

I was against and I will oppose Oen* N* Radesou and B* Niculescu taxing 
benefits from the money given by Ing. don*t know for what price 

on the part of Gen* N*R* and B*N«), exetSS^rdSy^ help refugees in hospitals, 
Europe, and in genei*al* 

Probably Gen, N.R. and B.N* have forgotten their money in Cyprus, for 
I they have asked the English authorities for a loan' of *300 Lira, because they 
had no more money. The team of theirs, from there hasn't forgotten and neither 
had I forgotten. 

X want help in proving to the Rumanians the way Gen. N.R* and B*N« have 
undertaken to use (maneuver) the money intended for the refugees*

Respected General Radescu^ 

' I thank you for ytmr letter dated 26 June 1950 and I hurry to give you 

the asked for e:q>lanatlons* 

First, 1 leant very much to remind you that in December 19U6 and January 
19^, when X sppke v±th. you in Nenr lork and 1 had shown you the tochnlcal 
plan X had in view, you told me categorically: Patrichi, I will help you. 
Take $10,000 for the time being, see what you can accomplish, and later I 

• will send you some more if it is necessary. Don’t worry, I keep my given 

word. 

In addition, you added (ay wife was present); In case you do not 
succee^ in California, you will buy machines which you win install yourself 
in Columbia, where you will act to help refugees, as you did in Buenos Aires. 

On 2 February 19li9, I arrived in Lynwood, California. On 5 April 19ii9 
I was established with the maohinea and the work had started. 

Because I had bought machines worth |15«000 in June, July August and 
September, until February 1950, X had to ask for material help continuously. 

To all my letters Barbu Hiculescu has replied: <’Send me my salary, be- 

cause X am getting married**. (The amoomt was $500 per month. ) 

-**X waxsjb you to send me as soon as possible my salary of $500, as X have 
personally had registered in the acts of the Corporation**. 

i ~**Vfe have no more money**. 

) 

I -**B(alaxa has ceased to give us money**. 

-*»You have done well in hurring to start with the $10,000*.* 

- And so on .... 

\ Seeing the lack of money in the sumaer of 19h9^ increased by the lack 

of work in the aviation field, X personally started working on the machines. 





In September 19i;9 X fell and they took me to the hospital. I wrote 
you a letter and my wife wrote you a letter, but we had no answer. In 
December 19I49 X wrote to you again, asking you to send somebody for the sale 
sinco X was in bed. 
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Mlrcea had showed me the copy of the letter he had sent you. 

The affair la good, lack of money. 

Barbu Niculescu called me on the phene and told me; iTe are selling 
nothing. We pay the debts and we go on. 1 am coming there* 

He came here in Uarch 1950, with the aim of seeing for himself what 
we acoonpllahed, and paying the creditors. He gave something as payments on 
the cars and then he told me that he would arrange with you. He left for 
New Toric. 



Thus he had solved the problem of the creditors, as !ic told me on the 



phone* 

He came for the second tine on 23 April 1950 with his family* 

This time he wrote to me: we pay the creditors and we start working 
together. 

He stayed for five weeks and came to l^nwood four times* He gave very 
little to the creditors* 

Because of ray personal connections, we went to the Lockheed plane 
factories, where we had been promised orders of more than $10^000 per month 
for machines. 

When I was to receive the order, the Office of Investigations (FBI?) 
found us owix^ money on the market. 

Barbu Niculescu told me that he had no money and he left for New York. 

While he stayed here, he wasn*t able to cooperate to accomplish the final 
goal* Why? 

Because he had fosnd another combination, with Voisan, where he could 
have immediate benefits, without thinking of refugees* I mean personal benefits. 

Barbu Niculescu hasntt come here to help me, but for recreation and 
especially because Engineer H. Ualaxa hasn<t put the bank account at his 
disposal ahy more* ]ta othCT words Toric wasn>t attractive any more. 

He came here with General N. Radescu's Cadillac (he said so to every- 
body), and found it more amucing to spend the nights in bars, with Voisan 
and Co., instead of putting his shoulder to the wheel* He has hardly helped 
me at all* The debts remain unpaid* 

To continue with the fonaation Patrlchi Engineering, X need $5,000 in 
five days. 

Assuming that you cannot send me ^s money, I am forced to create a 
source, a sure source for helping the refugees and to save the factory* X 
must look for somebody ysho could pay the value of Barbu Niculescu shares, 
an2 thus help me effectively in the work.

What is the explanation for Gen. N* Radescu's as well as B.N.'s sending 
each other letters in Nay 19^0 in which they spoke about my honesty, honesty, 
eto. Thus B.N. checked the records of the Corporation on the above date, and 
everything was in order. Three months passed. B.N. did not send money any 
more. X discovered the scheme with Voisan and Co. and went on alone to my 
goal, borrowing money, etc* And in August 1950, after I was working to 
capacity, the plan of Valsan had all chances to fail - he sent me (cannot 
understand what he sent), closed the factory and brought me to tri^? 

What will happen on 2 October, irtien I will prove the infamous things 
which had been planned • • • • • What Indemnifications must be asked from 
Gen. N.R. and B*N«? I would suggest one: their leaving the National Committee 

imoediately.

New Toiic, 26 June 1950* 



Mlater Patrichl: 

Barbu* Nlculescu has shoiired me your l^t two letters irhlch not only 
have caused me deep dlssapolntment, but they have completely bewildered 
me. 

Rlghtlyi idiat should I think of youT 

You showed the attitude of a good Rumanian when In Argentina^ with 
regard to the refugees^ and It drew me near you, and as you well know, I 
tried to show my pleasure by sending you what ever I could, with the aim 
of coming to the aid of the refugees who wanted to Immigrate to Argentina* 

For the same reason, when you came to S.N., I showed you how much 
I appreciated your behaviour* And when B«N« told me about the enterprise 
which he wanted to undertake with you, with the same noble aim of helping 
the refugees, he had iqy entire approw^* 

In view of what had to be done, he put at your disposal everything 
he had, namely 10,000 dollars (ten thousand dollars), and you, after the 
enterprise was established in CaUfomla, should have taken your share of 
the profits, which would have been due you for managing the enterprise, and 
the rest was supposed to go to the refugees* 

In reality, what was it come to? 




After one year and a half, during which time, you have more or less 
benefited, since you have lived on what the factory has produced you yourself 
have confessed that you bad $100 per month * B*N* not only had nothing, but 
endured great hardships, for he had Invested other suns too. Certainly 
your health has hindered what could have been done* 

But what happens now? 

After B.N* arrived there with Mney borrowed from his wife, he did away 
with most of the hardships which wei^ heavy on the factory, so that from 
there on he thought that everything would take a good oourse with your help* 
Instead he saw himself splattered with the gravest and most serious 
insinuations from heaven, threats from you* 

But gravest of all appears to be the fact that this man, who, with 
complete confidence had entrusted everything he possessed to be administered 
by you, trusting in your agreement, has seen himself in his honesty, attacked 
to day by you.
